LEGISLATIVE RESOLUTION 204

Introduced by Johnson, 37;

PURPOSE: To conduct a thorough review of LB 463, One Hundredth
Legislature, First Session, 2007, and provide for the preparation
of additional draft legislation relating to the Uniform
Credentialing Act, which has an operative date of December 1, 2008.
The committee shall also conduct an extensive review of existing
disciplinary policies and procedures under the Uniform Licensing
Law and propose necessary and appropriate changes to such policies
and procedures and prepare draft legislation for introduction in
the 2008 legislative session.

The study shall be conducted in consultation with the
Governor, the chief medical officer, and the Department of Health
and Human Services.

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE MEMBERS OF THE ONE
HUNDREDTH LEGISLATURE OF NEBRASKA, FIRST SESSION:

1. That the Health and Human Services Committee of the
Legislature shall be designated to conduct an interim study to
carry out the purposes of this resolution.

2. That the committee shall upon the conclusion of
its study make a report of its findings, together with its

recommendations, to the Legislative Council or Legislature.
